The lecture hall of the Srechauics In- 
stitute was filled I13' a larpe and fx'jhioii- 
able audience last evening, which had 
gathered to liear a gallant Arctic explorer 
givo an account of the frozen seas.

Adniii-al Stirling and proceeded to deliver 
what proved to be the most ' interesting 
lecture on any subject that wo havo over 
listened to. The gallant lecturer lia.s an 
easy and pleasant manner; his wortls aro 
well chosen and apposite, and his descrip- 
tivo powers unsurpassed. The auditor 
embarked in imagination with the lecturer 
on one of the two. ships that sailed from 
; England in 1875 in search of' the North 
Polo, and was carried to the Arctic Ocean, 
whore ho shared in the trixk 
and suflbrings of tho bravo men who 
raised the Union Jack in tho midst of the 
eternal ice-fiolds at a point higher than 
mortal man had over before reached. Ho 
sorrowed with him when his comrades 
died of oxposuro and scurvy, and as.sistcd 
him to hollow out tho icy graves ; ho 
hoard tho groaning and crunching of tho 
.ship's tiuibora as the vessel was caught be- 
tween the ico-floo and tho ico-bcrg; he was 
with the party throughout tho long, dark 
winter, and returned with it to Etigland 
the following fall thcro to receive tho 
warm plaudits of their follow countrj'- 
meu.

men what advantages would result from 
discovering a route whicli would avoid 
tho tempestuous storms at tho Capo of 
Good Hoiio. Til 1553 Sir Hugh Wil- 
loughby attempted what has only been 
done in tlio last two years; tlio result was 
most disastrous. Tho commander and 
crew all died, and when tho Russians dis- 
covered tho ill-fated ships they found the 
crews, but they tfc-ro crows of frozen 
corpBos. Nut a soul survived to tell the 
sad tale. It was left to an apathetic 
Dutchman, ono Barents, in 15!1G, first to 
stand the cold of an Arctic winter. His 
house was discovered in 1871 just as 
represented in a rough drawing made by 
ono of tho expedition and ovoiylhing 
scenwng as if it had only lately been va- 
cated. 

Hudson gained tho Slst parallel in 
striving to find tho northeast passage, 
which resulted in tho establishment of tho 
lucr.ativc whalefishery. Nor was his north- 
west expedition loss '.valuable in result, 
for ho made Icriowii the oxistenco of tho 
great Hudson river and those extensive 
regions v.-hich bear his name. Lord Jilul-- 
grave's expedition was remarked upon by 
tho lecturer as interesting, besides its 
scientific results in examining the edge of . 
the Polar Ice Pack by having amongst its 
midshipmen a boy who was ono day to bo 
tho hero of Trafalgar — Horatio Nelson. 
Paary's expedition was a failure (because 
of the time of year) in achieving what at 
another time ho might liavo accomplished, 
t\nt large floo of ice on which _ ho was 
laboriously pushing his way moving more 
rapidly south than ho was progressing 
north, and yet his latitude was only sur- 
passed by tlio expedition ' of 1875. Tho 
lecturer then dwelt upon tho northwest 
passages of Franklin, whose story is 
such a sad one. Nothing was 
hoard of that bravo explorer, 
till MacClintock m.rdo all clear, when in 
one of his search expeditions he proved 
that both Captain and crow had all perish- 
ed. This ardent explorer settled, when 
hunting for Franklin, the only method of 
attaining a high latitude to be by sledging, 
and after ;i voyage of four years passed 
from the Pacific to tho Atlantic, thus es- 
tablishing tho existence of a northwest 
passage. ' 

Tho American cxpcdition.of 1853 under 
Dr. Kane, brought back tho startling 
information of tho existence of an open 
Polar sea. which sub.scqucnt events have 
proved could only have existed in tho capa- 
cious imagination of the man who ob- 
served it in tho distance. Speaking of 
Hall's expedition of 1871, the lecturer 
told the touching account of tho party 
who were separated from tho sliip by the 
I ice breaking up nnd were carried on to- 
wards tho south, observing tho ico get- 
ting sinallei' and smaller as ^ho Qoo drift- 
cd'.ipn.u Of „this expoifUtiori,* Jlqv\[^v.er, nil 
woro ultimately saved but Hall himself, 
who succumbed to tho hardships of the 
sledging. This brought tho lecturer down 
to 1875 when tho British Government do- 
termined to equip another Arctic ex- 
pedition.

London, 31ay 17.— An Obor Am- 
mergau correspondent tele<,'raphs thi^ 
evening : The first performance of tht 
pa.ssion play was given to-day hefon 
an audience numbcjjingaipvvard of 8000 
persons. So greatltras tno''ru8h to see 
it that the accommodation was entirely 
insuflicient, and numbers of people 
were unable to obtain admission. An- 
other performanco^ will > be given to 
morrow." The weathey;. was ' fine but 
slightly cloudj% . Visitors from nearly 
all parts of the world . were present. 
Last evening the most - exciting' strug- 
gles took place around various tickor 
booths to secure siMts. Tho scene in 
the little village' was exceedingly -ani- 
mated, the inhabitants having dono all 
in, their power to make it as attractive 
M^pbssible ; what with tho firing of 
cannon nnd the parading of bands of 
music through tho streets the picture 
presented was a fairl}' brilliant one. 
Thcro is only one blot, • namely, the 
disgraceful di.sfigureraent of the chief 
house, in tho scenery of the play by 
colossal placards of an English firm of 
tourist.s' agents. The behaviour of the 
audience during the performance was 
admirable from first to last. As the 
different tableaux were presented, the 
most intense feelings of devotion and 
reverence were exhibited. The scenery 
is-perfect, but the costumes aro poor. 
The part of the Saviour was exception- 
ally well played, very little can bo said 
in praise of the actresses. Their parts 
wore given in a most iudifFerent man- 
ner. Two attemi)tH nt applause were 
made, but the demonstration was 
promptly suppressed. Geistlcricher 
Rath Daisonborgor, the jiriest druma- 
tist, sat on the front row nearest the 
stage. Tho performance commenced at 
8 o'clock in the morning and finished at 
D in tho evening. ' Shortly after the 
commencement of the second part in 
the afternoon a terrific thunderstorm 
burst over tho village, ruin fell nt in- 
tervals, but the nctor.s bravely held 
out, and there was no interruption ex- 
cept for a brief period of ten minutes. 
In the scene where the Saviour is re- 
presented carrying tho cross, the spec- 
tacular effect was very fine. The pro- 
cession was specially magnificent, owing 
to the introduction of new and correct 
costumes, nnd in the uniforming of the 
Roman soldiers. In tho part of Judas 
Iscariot tho acting was very fine, but 
some laughter was caused by the acci- 
dental breaking of a limb when ho was 
about to hang himself.
